60 per cent. of the bacon trade of the British 
market, it seemed not to matter much what 
they did.

Mr. CURRAN (Centre Party, Tipperary) 
said that the Minister and his party had been 
telling the people that the British market 
was of no consequence, and now he talked of 
the damage to the Irish producer if the quota 
en the British market was not filled.

Mr. BELTON (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Dublin, North) said that there was no sense 
in talking about quotas and sub quotas if 
they had not got import quotas in some 
country. What was the use of registering 
products when the indications were that the 
country to which they had exported their 
produce was closing its doors against them, 
Was it not a fact that they had no promise 
of a quota in the British market, and that 
no other market would give them a quota? 
The Minister and his Government had done 
everything possible to put the agricultural 
producer out of action. 


WALKING INTO COMMUNISM. 

What was the need for registration when 
the country was walking blindfolded into 
Communism. Did the Minister want the 
citizens to have no individual freedom ? Then 
there was to be a licence system. The 
Minister would have discrimination in the 
issue of licences, and the Government were 
not above reproach in that respect. 

The MINISTER—Why do you say that? 

Mr. BELTON—You are doing your best 
to find jobs for your pals. ; 

The MINISTER—It is about time they 
got them. 

Mr. BELTON—That is an admission that 
they will get them under this bill. There 
was, he contended, no necessity for the 
bill. In the absence of any definite in- 
formation as to the quota, the whole bill 
was moonshine. 

Mr. O'LEARY {Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Cork, N.) said that grain growers had asked 
the Minister to find a market for their 
grain. They wanted a subsidy to export it 
to the Englisi market. He suggested that 
feeding stufis should be subsidised, so that 
the pig facters could get the benefit of it. 

Mr. BENNETT (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Limerick) said that the quota might be very 
small, and there was grave danger of a 
further decrease in pig production. He 
thought there would be difficulty in findinz 
a sufficient number of pigs to supply any 
quota at present. Under the bill his view 
was that the export trade would fall into 
the hands of the larger exporter, and that 
the smaller exporter would be put out of 
business. 


PIGS NOT DECREASING. 
The MINISTER, in the course of his reply, 


‘said that it was not true to say. that the 


number of pigs had fallen as a result of the 
A comparison of figures for 
the first five months of this year with those 
for the first five months of last year proved 
the contrary. 

He went on to deal with the British quota 
system, and said that if Denmark had got 
a 62 per cent. quota she was not getting 
what she was entitled to. We never supplied 
more than 8 per cent. of the British pig 
requirements. It. was not intended to regu- 
late the export of pork or pigs for the pro- 
duction of pork to Great Britain, but there 
was power in the bill to do so if it ever 
became necessary as a temporary expedient. 
The quota system would have come in Great 
Britain if there had been no economic war, 
because Britain was going in for the policy 
of importing less of her needs of agricultural 
produce and producing more at home. 

The second stage was agreed to, and the 
Committee stage fixed for Wednesday next. 


MONEY-LENDERS BILL.

PRESIDENT’S CHALLENGE 
TO DEPUTY. 


On the Committee on. of the Dail 
Eireann Loans and Funds Bill, 1933, 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERA (Cumann 
na nGaedheal, Carlow-Kilkenny) moved an 
amendment to effect that the word “ sub- 
scriber ” included the ig given to it in 
the Act of 1924, but did not mean or include 
any person claiming through or under a sub- 
scriber as the personal representative or one 
of the next-of-kin or a beneficiary under the 
will of a subscriber, or a bona fide purchaser 
fo> an amount of not less than sixty per 
cent. of the face value of the subscriber's 
subscription. 

_He said that on the second reading of the 
bill he had urged a number of clauses, and 
one was that it was not an opportune time 
to pay back this money. The whole argu- 
ment was on the grounds that they had 
agreed that this money would be paid back. 
He put in an smendment to ae móir the 
interests of the people who subscribed. 
Many of the members of the House knew the 
history of the matter in 1919 and 1920, when 
the money was raised in America. There 
was no doubt that the majority of the 
Bpopte who subscribed to it did not sub- 
scribe on the understanding that they were 
poing to be repaid. The very receipt. they 

d got indicated that repayment was con- 
If the 
American courts had agreed that the affidavit 
of Mr. de Valera was true, he, personally, 
would have resisted the repayment of the 
money, irrespective of what his party would 
have done; which would have meant that 
two and a half million dollars would have 
been handed over to head of an illegal 
organisation.

EXISTENCE OF A DOCUMENT. 

Mr. MacENTEE—When the deputy speaks 
of a document he must lay it on the table. 
of the House. 

Mr. FITZGERALD—I have not the docv- 
ment. I am speaking from memory. 

Mr. DE VALERA—My anxiety is to get 
the document. I am not going to depend on 
the deputy’s memory in a case of this kind. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that the docu- 
ments were filed in the American courts, and 
to the best of his memory they should now 
be in the office at Washington. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that it was an 
extraordinary thing that an ex-Minister could 
have documents of that importance and that 
they could not find them in any department. 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD said that 
he would quote from the- American Journal 
of International Law in regard to the matter, 

Mr. DE VALERA—I am not going to 
accept anything in an American journal. It 
has been stated very definitely that the head 
of the Government has sworn an affidavit that 
the State does not owe the money. in a 
statement of that kind made by the Deputy 
we are entitled to have it. | r 

Mr. FITZGERALD —I think the documents 
are in the Feasa of the Government of 
which the President is head, although they 
may be in the Washington office. Our claim 
was that we were the only followers of the 
previous Dails, and the case against us was 
that we were not the rightful heirs. 

People had subscribed this money to bring 
about the setting up of an Irish Republic for 
the thirty-two counties when the last of the 
British oF had been withdrawn. That 
situation had not been brought about. When 
they subscribed they did not expect to get 
the money back, and the receipt they re- 
ceived stated that the bonds were ‘‘ not nego- 
tiable.”” In that situation they did not place 
any monetary value on the bond they held. 
They were particularly easy victims to any 
sharp practice that might be attempted in 
transferring apparently valueless documents 
to some one else in exchange for something 
purporting to be of approximate value, but 
really in exchange for nothing. That might 
have happened in America on a much larger 
scale than he knew of, because in America 
sharp practice was much easier 
worked than in this country. There 
was only one large scale cas that 
he knew of people bein persuaded 
to part with this bonds, which in view of 
the present legislation had a real monetary 
value, for nothing in return. When he said 
nothing in return he agreed that they might 
be written down somewhere or other as 
having some interest in the /rish /’ress, 


WRONG TIME TO PAY. 

In April, 1930, Mr. de Valera addressed 
people in America on the subject of giving 
up these bonds to assist in the founding of 
a paper. His amendment was for the pur- 
pose of seeing that the people who gave 
generously got the money into their own 
hands if the people of the country had to 
be taxed to repay it. It seemed to him that 
the present was the wrong time to pay it 
back. They had no power to prevent people 
using the money as they liked. They pro- 
posed that the money should be repaid to the 
subscribers, and not to people who got a 
bond that, on the face of it, was not nego- 
tiable. Supporters of Mr. Cosgrave in 
America were persuaded that the cause of 
the new paper should be assisted by parting 
with their bonds. 

Having ‘quoted from a speech by Mr. 
de Valera in America, Mr. Fitzgerald said 
that last week the /rish Press published an 
annual report, but no balance sheet, of its 
eighteen months’ trading. From this it 
seemed that there was a bank overdraft of 
£19,000, sundry creditors £26,000, and yet 
it was ienied. that the bondholders’ money 
should be thrown into a bankrupt concern, 


MR. DE VALERA’S CHALLENGE. 

President DE VALERA—Will the deputy 
repeat that statement outside. If he will 
make that statement outside he will hear 
more about it. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that he was ready 
to accept any correction from the President, 
but he pointed out that the statement by 
the /rish Press showed a trading loss of 
£59.000, and outstanding debts of £37,000. 
He knew that the President would become 
indignant if he suggested that a large part 
of the outstanding debt was due to the 
number of free copies circulated, which would 
count as net sales, 

President de VALERA—TI say it is false. 

Mr. FITZGERALD, continuing, said it 
would be ridiculous that the money of these 
unfortunate ple should be taken from the 
taxpayer and put into a concern that was 
losing £78,000, plus £37,000 outstanding 
debts, and £19,000 overdraft, raised on its 
plant, etc. It would be perfect madness to 
allow this. 

If the people who subscribed in 1919-20-21 
wanted to put their money into the 
Irish Press there was nothing to prevent 
them, but the ition asked that they 
should handle it themselves. There was one 
man trying to dictate to the people what 
they should do with their money, and that 
man was President de Valera. The whole 
history of the last ten years in this case 
was disgraceful.

Deputy Fitzgerald. ; 
“That deputy talks about shame,” said Mr. 
de Valera. “TÍ have felt shame while I was 
listening to that y, but my shame was 
due to the fact that that deputy at one 
time was Director of Publicity of Dail Eireann. 
1 was over in 1919 to America with a 
very well defined mission, My first duty was 
to try, if , to secure from the Govern. 
ment of United States the recognition of 
the State which was established here by the 
y elected representatives of the Irish 
people, and my second task was to try to get 
floated in the United States an external loan 
of the Irish Republic. Considering that 


i Britain wasa Great Power, and that the 


British Forces at the time were in occupation 
of this country, and that we had to start with 
behind us merely the strength of the will 
of the Irish e, it was not an easy task. 

“ After Dail Eireann was set up the Insh 
Volunteers came in as the Army of the 
people’s Parliament, and they straggled. to 
assist the elected Government of that time to 
function, The civil departments at the same 
time were also endeavouring to function, and 
it was very important that we should be able 
to show that in a foreign country the elected 
Government of the Irish Republic would be 
able to float a loan. 

“Now during the Treaty and after ‘we 
have had people who deny that there was 
such a thing as an Irish Republic, and they 
deny that at the time I was President of 
that Republic. It is rather interesting in 
this connection to find the trustee deed under 
which I, with Dr. Fogarty and James 
O'Mara, were appointed trustees of Dail 
Kireann, signed by the Acting President in 
the most explicit terms on my behalf as 
President of the Irish Republic,” 


THE RECEIPT. 

Mr. de Valera then read the document, 
which was signed Arthur Griffith, Acting 
President “for and on behalf of Eamonn de 
Valera, President of the Irish Republic, 
Dated June 25, 1919.” : 

There were several other documents, he 
said, proving clearly that it was the inten- 
tion of Dail Eireann that he was President 
of the Irish Republic, and as President he 
gave this receipt (producing a receipt). ‘This 
receipt had to be given in a special form. 
There were laws in the United States which 
could easily be invoked to prevent any such 
loan being raised by a Government at the 
time, and this was drawn up in a special 
form so as to keep within the law. Deputy 
Fitzgerald wanted to suggest that the laws 
in the United States are very lax. Of course 
they are not in the good old British tradi- 
tion. 

The raising of money is most carefully 
uarded in the United States by a system of 
aws which are commonly called ‘‘ Blue Sky 
Laws,’ and we had, in raising this money, 
considerable difficulty in getting within the 
law, and we knew we i people there who 
were most interested in preventing their 
raising that loan. We had to meet the same 
sort of suggestions I have listened to here 
from Deputy Fitzgerald, that we were trying 
to wheedle their money from unsuspecting 
Irish working girls. We wanted to raise 
the loan to support and maintain the State, 
which had been established by the will of the 
Irish people. We got in the first loan 
roughly, I think, five one-third million dollars, 
and we raised that on the conditions I 
suggested in my speech the other day. We 
told them that the Irish people were in a 
struggle to secure their independence; that 
they wanted that money in order to enable 
them to continue that struggle, and, if 
possible, to bring it to a successful conclusion. 
We promised that if that struggle was 
successful those who gave that money 
would be repaid in accordance with the terms 
of that certificate. 


PROMISE TO SUBSCRIBERS. 


The people in America gave their money. 
It is possible that a large number of those 
who gave that money did so because they 
wanted to assist Ireland and the Irish people 
in their struggle, and did not expect any- 
thing in return. They were prepared, if 
necessary, to give it as a free gift and to 
sacrifice it should the struggle pore un- 
successful. But we went out on behalf of the 
Irish people, and we said that we were in- 
terested in getting it as a Government Loan, 
and we wanted them to give it to us on the 
strength of the promises we gave—the 
moment the Irish people were free, and the 
British troops were out of this country, and 
the Republic was recognised, they would get 
back their money with interest. 

To those who asked could he guarantee 
that money, he had to arswer that he could 
not, that he could not foresee what the result 
of the struggle would be. He hoped that it 
would be successful, and he promised that as 
far as they could they woud do their best 
to make it a success, but he did say that any 
Government that could be representative of 
the Irish people would assume that obliga- 
tion, because he had a belief that there could 
not be any representative body in this coun- 
try that would be unwilling to make good the 
money given to the nation. to secure ita 
freedom. 

“1 knew,” he said, “the terms on which 
the nwney was subscribed, and my attitude 
was that it had been subscribed for an Irish 
Republic—a Republic of all Ireland. The 
Free State was not that Republic, and at 
least the balance of the money under the con- 
trol of the trustees should not go to the Free 
State. That was the attitude = took up in 
the Courts. 

“Who did it belong to,” he was asked, and his 
answer was that if he had to state the body 
to which it belonged he would state the 
Second Dail, which was never properly dis- 
solved, and which was prevented by a coup 
d'etat by the Ministers opposite from fune- 
tioning, and if that body could have been 
convened in 1924 to 1927, then he would say 
that to that body belonged the money. 


PREVENTING A REPUBLIC. 

He added that the money was subscribed 
on their soliciting it for an Irish Republic. 
Let the Deputies who wanted to continue 
paying Britain five millions wash their hands 
of the obligation. Deputies of the previous 
Government prevented by their action the 
Irish people from securing a Republic. It 
was not the bondholders who did that. If 
ever there was a debt of honour on the Irish 
people, this was a debt of honour. It was 
FE without expecting anything in return, 

ut it was given to help the Irish people in a 
most critical stage of the struggle. Was 
there any Irishman with a particle of shame 
left who would not say that they, as the 
ia sete rig of the people, should 
acknowledge that obligation, not in a miserly 
fashion, but as generously as they could ? 

It was their duty to pay the money, and 
this was not an inappropriate time to pay it. 
From the attitude of the deputies in the 
opposite benches, one would imagine that 
they had never accepted that obligation, but 
right through, without a single change in any 
statement, their intention to this money was 
made. clear in every Ministerial statement. 

President de Valera quoted from statements 
made in the Dail by dierent Ministers of the 
late Government in support of his contention 
—made by Mr. Cosgrave, Mr, Fitzgerald and 
Mr. Blythe. He said these quotations showed 
the continuity of intention under all cireum- 
stances to pay back these loans. These quoted 
references, he said, proved that up to 1924 
this

for the Deputy who wrote that from America 
and had the shamelessness to come there and 
retend that their attitude had changed since 
oi Peters's decision, The unchanging 
intention to pay was the only thing in the 
record of the preceding administration, which 
he had thought was consistent with the 
dignity and honour of Irish representatives. 
lt was because this Government were going 
to pay they were told that they were going 
to undertake an obligation never accepted by 
anybody. Was there any Deputy, he asked, 
who honestly considered or suggested that 
the payment of this money was brought in 
by us except at a right and proper moment. 
The moment was determined by their prede- 

cessors. 3 
There was no ground for the suggustion 
that this bill was introduced at this moment 
in order that a certain enterprise might fet 
e 


a cerfiin small portion of the money. 
suggestion was a vile, contemptible one. 


PULLING THE WOOL, 


Now, continued Mr. de Valera, what was 
the suggestion? The suggestion was that he 
had gone over to America to pull the wool 
over the eyes of the American people, and to 
take from servant girls the money which they 
badly wanted, not letting them know what 
he intended doing with it. He did go over 
to America and raised five and three-quarter 
million dollars, and every penny of thar 
money was in his name, That money had 
been the subject of many actions in America, 
and there was not a breath of suspicion 
against it until that gentleman came along 
and made suggestions in the Dail. He had 
gone over as a witness in that case, and sat 
in the witness chair, and these people went 
to America, but they did not dare go into 
the witness chair. 

There was never a breath nor suggestion 
that all that money had never been properly 
accounted for. 


CAPITAL FOR A COMPANY. 


He went over for the /rish Press to raise 
capital for it, and, before he left, the pros- 
pectus was issued to the Irish people. That 
prospectus provided for a capital of £200,000, 
which was the smallest sum. that. those whe 
were competent to give an estimate thought 
the enterprise could be started on. The inten- 
tion was to get half of the money here; and 
half in America. In the prospectus was a 
certain estimate, which was that the 
machinery and equipment would cost £80,000 ; 
the premises would cost £20,000, and the pre- 
liminary expenses, including «stamp duties, 
would cost £9,000, making a total of what 
might be called initial expenses of £109,000. 
Everybody who xnew anything about news- 

apers knew that it took two or three years 
for a newspaper to. be established and before 
it could pay its way. The remainder of the 
£200,000 was for working capital. 

There were gentlemen on the opposite side 
who wanted to use the privileges of the House 
to sabotage an Irish industry, He had the 
auditors’ report, and there was not a man in 
the country who knew his business who would 
not say that it was not a good balance sheet, 
when they recognised that the paper was not 
yet two years in existence. 

What, he asked, was the compelling motive 
in the minds of the people opposite? They 
were chagrined at the fact that the American 
subscribers were prepared to subseribe their 
capital to. establish a decent Irish industry. 
(Hear, hear.) He had gone to America and 
had asked for subscriptions to the capital of 
the Jrish Press, and he had more in sub- 
scriptions at the time than he had ‘got in as- 
signed bonds. He got cash subscriptions. It 
had been said that he took no chances. He 
dared not take any chances. People’s monev 
both from this country and America was 
going into the enterprise, He had calculated 
that the losses of the enterprise would not 
all occur in one week, but that they would 
be distributed. He had taken very good care, 
he said, that there was a legal] assignment, 
and that there would not be interminable 
actions afterwards. Jt was left to his honour 
to see that the monev that was subscribed 
would go to the subscribers. 

Deputy Fitagerald did not like to hear 
that the American people chose to put. their 
interest in these bonds into the form of sub- 
scriptions to the capital of the /rish Presa, 
The Act proposed that the money go to the 
people to whom it was legally due. It was 
lawfully due to go to the /rish Press. The 
suggestion was, that the money was 
not due to these people because 
the people who were legally entitled to it 
did not belong to the ilk of the people on 
the opposite benches. Certain assignments of 
these bonds were made about the same time 
as gifts to the Irish mission in China. Assign- 
ments were also made for the Father York 
memorial by the people of San Francisco, but 
Deputy Fitzgerald did not mind who he hit 
so long as he got a blow at the Zrish Press, 
He was actuated by one reason, and one only, 
and that was that the money was. going into 
an enterprise that he did not like, ' 


A QUESTION OF HISTORY. 


He had shown that there was a clear inten- 
tion to pay, and he would say that they 
would be bound to pay.

He challenged 
the ~ to set up any committee representa- 
tive of all parties, and he was prepared to 
answer, on oath, if necessary, any questions 
put to him with — to the whole of 
these transactions, e was not going to 
accept the amendment. The legal assignment 
was properly executed, and with the full 
knowledge of the people who executed 1t, 
before two witnesses, so far as the Jrish Press 
was concerned. No case had been made on 
the merits for the amendment, and it would 
be impossible to carry it out... The Trish 
Press accounts had been audited by an 
auditor who had a reputation to dose, and 
if it were any consolation to Deputy Fitz- 
gerald, he could tell him that the paper was 
now making a profit. (Applause on the Fianna 
Fail benches.) But the deputy, not content 
with trying to sabotage an Irish industry, 
attacked a gentleman who came’ over here 
from America. as a member of the Commis- 
sion for Irish independence and to help the 
Irish movement. That man, Frank P. Walsh, 
consistently. assisted the Irish cause, and if he 
happened to be a lawyer, he was entitled to 
be paid for his servites in. the Irtigation. 
That man deserved the gratitude of the Irish 
people for the services he had rendered’ at a 
time when people like him were not very 
ready to give their services. 

This. concluded the President,. has been a 
disgraceful debate from beginning to end, a 
shameful debate, and I did not think there 
were such low depths even on the opposite 


benches.

REFORM OF RELIEF. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes :—The supplementary estimate 
for grants to local authorities in distressed 
areas, which will be before the House of 
Commons to-day, is put forward as 
nothing better than a stop-gap. It awaits 
the production of fuller and permanent 

| arrangements that will lighten the burden 
| on those authorities, and provide for the 
| unemployed not entitled to insurance 
benefit. As part of the future arrange- 
ments, the Government have accepted 
responsibility for assisting all the able- 
bodied unemployed who are in need of 
assistance. That carries with it the 
abolition of the distinction now made in 
the administration of relief between the 
unemployed, whose occupations have been 
in the insured trades, and others who have 
not been in insurable. employment. The 
division of the unemployed applicants for 
relief into two categories, by reference to 
the relation of their former occupations 
to an insurance scheme, on which none of 
them has a present claim, has been wholly 
arbitrary, and without justification ip 
principle. A workman who has exhaus 
his insurance rights is not entitled to a 
permanently privileged position in com- 
parison with a man of another industry, 
whose only resort has been the poor law. 
Both are in future to be treated alike by 
a levelling up, not by a levelling down. 

It may never be possible to take un- 
employment relief ‘‘ out of politics,” but 
arrangements that are to stand the test 
of time must so satisfy public opinion of 
their justice and reason that litical 

agitation against them will be disarmed. 
That end will not be gained if the control 
should be centralised in London, because 
the-money disbursed is derived from the 
National Exchequer. Centra] direction 
and local administration are a ss ge 
method of conducting public services, an 
only the proper adjustment of the one to 
the other is necessary to ensure a suc- 
cessful scheme of unemployment relief.

PRESIDENT’S LONG -

i ESTERDAY’S debate in the Dail, on

A CHALLENGE, 


“We are trying to see that this money 
shall go back to those people who sub- 
scribed, and not to people who got, by 
false pretences, bonds which bear on the 
face of them the words ‘ not negotiable,’ ”’ 
he averred, going on to point out that 
those people would have the opportunity 
to invest the money in any manner they 
wished after it had been handed to them. 
It was a challenge to the President and 
his party.

“I am ashamed of the fact that the 
deputy was at one time Director of 
Publicity of Dail Eireann,’’ was one of 
his jibes. ‘‘I have had many vile and con- 
temptible things said about me, but the 
vilest and most contemptible have just 
come from that gentleman.”’

in connection with the seamen’s 
strike at Dublin yesterday, the situation 
in general remains unaltered. 

Early in the day it was reported that the 
Dublin residents among the catering staffs 
on the cross-Channel boats had decided to 
take sympathetic action if called upon by 
the strikers to do so. These men formed 
about 5 per cent. of the catering staff of 
the passenger boat which sailed last night. 
The strikers accordingly decided not to 
bring out the men, pending the arrival of 
the boat in Liverpool. 

According to the statement of an official 
of the British and Irish service, there is 
little likelihood of the catering staffs, as a 
body, becoming involved in the stoppage. 


LABOUR WITHDRAWN. 


The strikers report that the crew of a 
deep-sea boat belonging to Messrs, Pal- 
grave, Murphy and Company withdrew 
their labour yesterday when the vessel 
reached Dublin. It is understood that this 
action was taken because of the fact that 
a cargo of fish was put on board at Cork 
by clerks when the boat touched at that 
port on her way from the Continent. 

Following a meeting of the men on strike, 
at the Oriel Hall, Dublin, last night, Mr. 
Joseph Ellis, organiser of the new union, 
said :— 

“We desire to make it quite clear that we 
contemplate something more than a union 
confined to Irish seamen. The new union 
is open to all seamen, and will, if we are 
successful, be an alternative to the 
National Union of Seamen for every 
worker who earns his living by labour in 
connection with the sea.’’ 

He added that he believed that seamen 
in all parts were anxious to have an 
alternative to their present union. 


CONVERSATIONS. 


It is understood that further conversa- 
tions between representatives of the Free 
State Department of Industry and Com- 
merce and the men’s leaders took place 
yesterday, but without result. 

The Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union and the other bodies 
whose members have become involved in 
the dispute have indicated that the action 
of the dockers was entirely unofficial, and 
that in the ordinary course they were not 
entitled to strike pay. 


AT LIVERPOOL. 


There are still about one hundred and 
fifty men on strike at Prince’s Dock, 
Liverpool, who decline to handle goods 
consigned to the Irish Free State. These 
are awaiting instructions from the leaders 
at Dublin. The shipment of cargo be- 
tween Liverpool and Belfast is now at full 
pressure. One hundred and fifty men 
were signed on yesterday morning to work 
on Belfast ships.

SALE RECOMMENDED 
BY COMMISSION. 


———— 


HE Commission which was appointed 
by the Free State Government in 
September last to investigate and report 
on the sale of cottagés and plots provided 
under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, has 
now issued its report. 

The points which the Commission was 
asked to report on included: (1) Whether 
there was a demand for vested ownership 
by the general body of tenants of 
labourers’ cottages; (2) whether the 
formulation of a scheme of sale was 
practicable without placing an unreason. 
able burden on the ratepayers or increasing 
the liability of the State; (5) whether 
sale would be advantageous to the tenants 
as a class, or whether it would tend to 
bring about ultimately a housing 
shortage ; (4) whether the average present 
tenant would be in a position adequately 
to maintain the property in addition to 
paying a purchase charge and rates; and 
(5) to suggest a general scheme of sale. 

The report is an elaborate document of 
30 pages. It includes a minority report. 

the main report is signed by Messrs. 
Thomas O'Donnell, B.L.; Patrick Brett, 
M. Dalton, Seamus Johnston, Eamonn 
Mansfield, James O'Farrell and Michael 
Smyth, but there is a separate qualifying 
note by the four latter members. Mr. J. 
Collins sends a separate dissenting report. 


DEMAND FOR OWNERSHIP. 

On the subject of vested ownership the 
majority report states that they found an 
insistent and widespread demand. They 
believed that the formulation of a scheme 
of sale was practicable, and suggested the 
following :— 

‘“We propose that the Poards of Health, 
who are at present the owners of the cottages, 
should vest those cottages in the tenants on 
the following terms :— 

‘“‘(a) The tenant shall pay an annuity, the 
equivalent of 75 per cent. of his present rent, 
exclusive of rates, and shall continue to pay 
such annuity to the Board of Health until the 
loan obtained for the erection of the cottaye 
has been amortised. 

‘*(b) The tenants shall in future bear the 
cost of all repairs and keep and maintain the 

roperty generally to the satisfaction of the 
ocal authority. 

*(c) And that the annuities be collected 
quarterly or half-yearly. 

“We recommend that, before sale, the 
cottages should be put into a proper state o! 
repair by the Boards of Health.”’ 


ADVANTAGES OF 
OWNERSHIP. 


“It appears to us,” the report siates. 
“that it is scarcely necessary to argue the 
advantages of ownership. . . In the 
security which it gives, better citizenship 's 
developed, and men are encouraged to im- 
prove their holdings by the certain knowledge 
that the improvements effected will inure to 
themselves or their families. We are satisfied 
that when tenants become owners of their 
cottages they wil gladly devote their spare 
time to improving and beautifying the homes 
which will be theirs for all time. 

‘‘Regarding the danger of alienation, 4 
fear was expressed by a few witnesses that, 
during a period of unemployment or other 
financial stress, there was a possibility that 
cottages might be sold by the tenants, and 
pass into: the possession of non-agric ‘al 
abourers, thus creating anew a housing 
problem in the rural areas, 

“To meet this possible danger we recom- 
mend that the vesting order given to the 
cottager should contain a provision agairst 
alienation to any person except a member of 
the cottager’s own family or to another agri- 
cultural labourer.’ 


SUBJECT OF REPAIRS. 


On the subject of repairs the report 
states:— —. 

“ From the evidence given before us, we 
are satisfied that the present system of repair- 
ing cottages is needlessly expensive and, in- 
deed, demoralising to the cottager. Officials 
are employed, inspections are made, travelling 
and other expenses incurred, reports, de- 
cisions and delays, and all the expensive 
routine that may be necessary where large 
amounts are involved, follow. 

“ While we are of opinion that the cost 
of repairs to the cottager will be considerably 
less when he is owner than under the present 
system, we still feel that he should get some 
consideration for undertaking the -task him- 
self. We, therefore, propose that under the 
scheme of purchase there be a general reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent. in the rent being paid at 
present, ”’ 


SEPARATE RECOMMENDA- 
TION, 

The separate recommendation made by 
Messrs. Mansfield, Smyth, O'Farrell and 
Johnston is as follows :— 

“ We have signed and agree with the 
general report, but desire to, add that in view 
of the fact that substantial reductions to the 
extent of at least fifty per cent. are being 
made in all annuities payable by tenant 
farmers and others, under the various. Land 
Acts, we suggest that in this connection 
favourable consideration should be given to 
the position of existing cottier tenants, whose 
rents from portion of the payments hitherto 
made to the British National Debt Commis- 
sioners by An Saorstat.”’ 


A MINORITY REPORT. 

Mr. John Collins, who presented a separate 
minority report, claims that the deductions 
to be drawn from the evidence given before 
the Commission| are entirely different from 
those set out in the majority report. He 
admits the evidence of associations and in- 
dividual tenants was wholly in favour of 
vested ownership, but it was PP sae aes 
coupled with a condition that no 
scheme imposing responsibility for repairs 
on the tenants will be acceptable unless pur- 
chase annuities are lower than existing rents. 
The existing rents, which average 1s. 2d. a 
week per cottage, are not’ economic rents, and 
in the year 1930-31 only met 37 per cent. of 
the outgoings of the local authorities. on 
account of the labourers’ cottages.” 

Mr. Collins disagreed with the main recom- 
mendation in favour of sale. ‘* This recom- 
mendation,” he says, “is, I recognise, 
dictated by a desire to promote what is con- 
ceived to be the interests of the cottage 
tenants. and it is not without hesitation that 
I dissent from the conclusion on this point, 


which finds considerable support, not only |: 


within the Commission, but amongst those 
who claim to speak on behalf of the tenants.”’ 

Mr. Collins adds :—'' Every scheme of sale 
contemplates (a) subsidies from the rates con- 
tinuing to meet the difference between the 
amount of the purchase annuities and the out- 
goings in respect of loan repayments and 
other expenses, and (6) the present State sub- 
ventions in reduction of loan charges being 
maintained. No scheme likely to be i et 
by the general body of tenants and the local 
authorities is possible on any other basis.”’ 
He is further of opinion that the provisions 
of; the law prohibiting cottages being sold, 
unless they are not required for the purposes 
of the Labourers Act, should be maintained 
intact, as being in the best interests of agri- 
cultural workers as a class. 

From information placed before the Com- 
mission, it appears that the amount remain- 
ing outstanding against the local authorities 
in the Free State under the Labourers Acts 
of 1906 is £2,862.987. There is also outstand- 
ing against the local authorities £3,350,373 in 
respect of advances by the Land Commission 
to finance the building of labourers’ cottages 
under the 1906 Act, .

Ta United States are making desperate 


efforts to prevent the breakdown of 
the World Economic Conference, and last 
night President Roosevelt decided to send 
another envoy to London with a fresh 
personal elaboration of the American 
position. 

He is Mr. Lawrence Steinhardt, the 
Minister to Sweden, who is at present in 
Washington; and after a conference with 
the President yesterday he is due to sail 
to-day. 

Last night the following statement was 
issued :— . 

The following statement (said the 
announcement) was transmitted to-day by 
the American delegation to the Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations: “The 
President has made it clear that he saw 
noutility at present in temporary stabilisa- 
tion between the currencies of countries 
whose needs and policies are not neces- 
sarily the same. 


UNREAL STABILITY. 

“ Such stabilisetion would be artificial 
and unreal, and might hamper individual 
countries in realising policies essential to 
their domestic problem. He urged the 
(‘onference to seek consideration of its 


by the different nations directly, not to 
temporary expedience, but to miti- 
gate and, if possible, remedying the 
harassing evils of the present economic 
situation. In the hope that the United 
States may be of help to the Conference, 
to whose success and friendly co-operation 
the President continues to attach the 
greatest importance, it may be useful 
that we should develop this thought some- 
what more fully. 

“The revaluation of the dollar in terms 
of American commodities is an end from 
which the Government and the people of 
the United States cannot be diverted. We 
wish to make this perfectly clear. We 
are interested in American commodity 
prices. What is to be the value of the 
dollar in terms of foreign currencies ‘s 
not, and cannot be, our immediate con- 
cern. The exchange value of the dollar 
will ultimately depend upon the success 
of other nations in raising the prices of 
their commodities in terms of their 
national moneys, and cannot be deter- 
mined in advance of our knowledge cf 
such fact, i

“If there are countries where prices 
and costs are already in actual equilibrium 
we do not regard it to be the task of the 
Conference, as it certainly is not the pur- 
pose of the American Government, to per- 
suade or compel them to pursue policies 
contrary to their own conception of their 
own interests. 

“It is not sufficient to escape from the 
present evils; but it is our duty to con- 
sider together how to avoid their re- 
currence’ in the future. The first task is 
to restore prices to a level at which in- 
dustry, and above all agriculture, can 
function profitably and efficiently. The 
second task is to preserve the stability of 
this adjustment once achieved. The part 
which gold and silver should play after 
adjustment has been secured would seem 
a further subject suitable for considera- 
tion by the Conference. 

“We conceive, therefore, that the great 
problems which justify the assembling of 
the nations are as present to-day, and as 
deserving of exploration as was the case 
a few weeks ago, and we find it difficult to 
conceive ‘hat the view which it has been 
our obvions duty to take on the minor 
issue of temporary stabilisation can in 
any way diminish the advisability of such 
discussion.”’ 

The American delegation told Mr. 
Macdonald last night that they would not 
oppose the adjournment of the Conference 
provided assurances that economic and 
monetary matters would be the subject of 
inquiry and examination by experts. 


ADJOURNMENT CERTAIN. 


It was stated that the United States 
delegation took the view that any adjourn- 
ment should be in the nature of a recess, 
during which time the important questions 
pee I raised at the Conference might be 
considered. 

The view is taken by the American dele- 
gation that when the price level in 
America is advanced the question of 
stabilisation will then have reached the 
stage when it is practical politics for dis- 
cussion by the Conference, and they are 
anxious that this matter, together with 
economic matters, should be discussed 
in the interim. 

Following the statement by the 
American delegation, the French delega- 
tion had a meeting at their hotel. A 
midnight meeting between representatives 
of the gold countries was arranged to 
discuss the situation in the light of the 
new declaration from the Americans. 

Adjournment is now considered virtually 
certain to be declared at to-day’s meeting 
of the Bureau, according to information 
from French circles after the midnight 
meeting of the gold countries.

WILLIAM LAWRENCE BRAGG, 


Dr. William Lawrence Bragg, Professor of 
Physics in the Victoria University of Man- 
chester, is a Fellow of the Royal Society and 
of Trinity College, Cambridge. He is the 
son of Sir William Bragg, F.R.S., on whom 
cur Honorary Degree was conferred thirteen 
years ago; and inasmuch as a great deal of 
his work—notably that part of it which won 
the Nobel Prize—was carried out in collabora- 
tion with Sir William, it is fitting that he in 
his turn should receive from us the same dis- 
tinction as his father. These two eminent 
men have clearly proved that in our universe 
the smallest elements are subject to the reign 
of law: tofa rerum tm compoage parvissima 
quaeque (ut Lucrets verbis utar) certis legibus 
parere demonstraverunt, For by their applica- 
tion of the X-rays to crystals they have shown 
in what forms the minute atoms of these 
substances are regularly arranged: radiorum 
Willelms dntgen nominee nuncupatorum 
auxilio detexerunt quae potissimum ratio inter 
substantiae crystallinae naturam et princt- 
porum ulorur: arstributionem interce dat.

JOHN SCOTT HALDANE. 


Dr. John Scott Haldane, F.R.S., is a 
Fellow of New College, Oxford, and 
Honorary Professor and Director of Mining 
Research in the University of Birmingham. 
He has made a special study of the physio- 
logy of respiration: totam  respirands 
rationem subtilissieme perscrutatus est; and 
the results he has obtained, combined with 
those of his investigation of the nature and 
effects of gas: vapors wlius proprietates 
quem ‘“‘spiritum’”’ vocat Aetnae auctor, nos 
vernacule asermone’°“‘ qas™ nuncupamues, 
sagacitate vix credibili rimatus, have enabled 
him to do invaluable work in providing for 
the safety of miners. On the other hand, 
his labours on the phenomena of respiration 
at great heights, no less than at great 
depths, have done much for the sport of 
mountaineering. Few laboratories, again, 
are without those instruments in the inven- 
tion and -use of which his skill is known to 
scientists all over the world : tn instrumentis 
novis inveniendia sollertiam singularem, in 
adhibendta industriam - assiduam 

Of his greatness as a philosopher 
we need no further witness than his óga 
nellan Lectures, delivered in this College 
three years ago. He is already our friend, 
and we now make him one of ourselves.

DOUGLAS HYDE. 

Dr. Donglas Hyde, Professor of Modern 
lrish in the National University, is to us 
‘‘a son of the House,” having graduated in 
1884 with first Senior Moderatorship and 
large gold medal in Modern Literature. He 
was one of the founders of the Gaelic 
League, and its president for more than 
twenty years: Socretatis wlius quae ser- 
monem Llernensem excolendum et redintegran- 
dum curat inter conditores, eiusdem per 
annos duos et vigints pracses fuit: and for 
his services to the cause of Irish he has 
received the freedom of more than one im- 
portant city : quantum studia Celtica cultori 
tam sedulo debeant, testatur dignitas eximia 
ab urbe plus quam una ei pro tot beneficiis 
delata. Lhe long list of his writings bears 
eloquent testimony to the fact that as poet, 
historian, playwright, and folk-lorist he is 
equally eminent: im carminibus pangenilis 
excellit, solutae orationis artifex peritissimus 
exstat, fabulas populares vulgique super- 
stitiones indagat, interpretatur, litterarum 
monumentis mandat. He has deserved well 
of his country, and the University of Dublin 
gladly confers upon him her Honorary 
Degree. 


SIR THOMAS PERCY NUNN. 

Sir Percy Nunn, Professor of Education in 
the University of London, is a famous figure 
in the teaching world. ‘To him more than:to 
any other man is due the immense advance 
made in recent years by thesé countries in 
the science which he represents: nos si quid 
In twventute erudienda his viginti annis 
profecimus, td hute potissimum deberi sciunt 
omnes. It is, in short, no exaggeration to 
say that to Sir Percy we owe the apprecia- 
tion of the fact that education is, indeed, a 
science. He has been, and is, a member of 
numerous important public committees and 
commissions. He has written many learned 
treatises on various branches of his subject— 
psychology, the teaching of mathematics,

5/- PER HEAD SINCE PRICE 
SLUMP, 


For some weeks past members of the 
Dublin Cattle Salesmasters’ Association have 
been displaying notices in their offices to the 
effect that a minimum charge of 5s. per 
head must be made on all cattle sold in the 
Dublin Market, the rate of commission being 
fourpence in the pound, with a mitimum of 
5s. per beast. his arrangement became 
necessary owing to the big drop in the price 
of live-stock, a large proportion of cattle 
being now sold under £18 per head. Similarly, 
sheep have been selling so cheaply that it has 
become necessary to fix a charge of sixpence 
per head by way of commission. 

As a matter of fact, these revised charges 
were operating for a considerable time before 
the notice mentioned was officially decided on 
and posted, 

The depreciated ‘“‘luckpenny ” for some 
time paid by salesmen since trade became 
bad is again being charged to vendors, who 
also have to complain of the fact that tolls

CHARGE AGAINST A 
PUBLICAN, 


At Kilmainham District Court ‘yesterday, 
Matthew Weldon, The Boot Inn, Ballymun, 
was charged with having detained (Guard 
Murphy at the door for an undue length of 
time when he called on duty.

Mr. Weldon took risks he might damage that 
record. The only persons entitled to be on 
the premises were invited guests. He dismissed 
the case, but said that Guard Murphy had 
acted very properly.

The Justice said that he was satisfied that 
Behan came out of the side road with all due 
care, and that the defendant was guilty of 
Negligence. He deferred his decision for a 
fortnight, at the request of Mr. J. P. Collins, 
solicitor for the defendant.
